There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  in  1953 
and  1957  and  in  1956  four  deaths  occurred.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  per  1000  live  births  for  Monmouthshire  was  27*97.

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GENERAL 


IPIDEMIOLOGY 


DIPHTHERIA 

For  the  tenth  consecutive  year,  no  cases  were  notified. 
DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATIONS 

During  the  year  180  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria 
and  115  were  given  a booster  dose.  In  i960  only  38  were  fully 
immunised  and  5 received  a booster  dose. 

As  in  1958,  1959  and  i960  there  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
notified,  so  it  was  not  necessary  to  suspend  immunisations. 

VACCINATIONS  (Smallpox) 

During  the  year  60  primary  vaccinations  were  carried  out  against 
smallpox.  Of  this  number  14  were  children  born  in  1961  and  17 
born  in  I960.  There  were  62  primary  vaccinations  carried  out 
in  I960. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

This  year  only  one  notification  was  received.  In  the  last 
three  years,  each  year  there  has  been  two  notifications. 

MEASLES 

The  triennial  peak  of  incidence  of  this  disease  in  the  Rural 
District  was  maintained.  56  notifications  were  received.  In 
1958  one  hundred  and  fifteen  cases  were  notified. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

21  cases  wore  notified.  Two  notifications  were  received  in  each 
of  the  last  three  years.  During  the  year  80  children  were 
immunised  against  whooping  cough  and  of  that  number  49  were 
children  born  in  i960. 
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POLIOMYELITIS 


No  cases  were  notified.  During  the  last  two  years  only  two 
cases  have  been  notified  and  they  occurred  in  1955  and  1957. 
During  the  year  the  vaccination  scheme  against  poliomyelitis 
was  extended.  Owing  to  the  greater  risk  of  infection  that 
school  children  appear  to  have,  it  was  decided  that  a 4th 
re-inforcing  dose  should  be  offered  to  children  when  they 
enter  school  and  also  to  children  already  at  school  who  are 
five  years  old  but  who  have  not  reached  the  age  of  12  years. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Mobile  Welfare  Clinic  visited  the 
Rural  District  and  was  the  means  of  ensuring  that  160  children 
received  a 4th  re-inforcing  dose. 

FOOD  POISONING 


As  in  I960  no  cases  were  notified 
DYSENTERY

TUBERCULOSIS

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Rivers  and  Streams  Pollution  is  slight  in  this  District 

Closet  Accommodation  Excepting  Raglan  and  Llandogo,  closets  are  mainly 
on  the  Conservancy  system.  The  area  is  not  populous  or  closely 
built.  20  Conversions  to  Water  Closets  were  effected  during 
the  year  on  private  premises.  (Mainly  of  isolated  nature  to 
septic  tank  disposal. 

Raglan  Existing  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  reasonably 
adequate  but  does  not  provide  for  further  development. 

Smoko  Abatement  No  action  was  found  necessary  during  the  year 

in  connection  with  smoke  abatement. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act  195^ 

There  are  no  registered  premises  in  the  area. 

Public  Cleansing  House  refuse  is  collected  one  weekly  in  Raglan 

Village  and  monthly  in  remainder  of  the  area  (by  Contract). 
Disposal  is  by  tipping  into  disused  quarries.  There  is  no  staff 
available  to  effect  Controlled  Tipping'  - tips  are  isolated. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools  There  are  no  Public  Baths  in  the  area  and 
no  privately  owned  baths  open  to  the  Public. 

Premises  are  generally  free  from  Verminous  Infestation.

SHOPS  ACT  1950  No  action  w as  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Shops 
Act  1950  relating  to  ventilation,  temperature  and  sanitary 
conveniences.  Number  of  Shops  inspected  are  included  in  the 
following  Summary. 

SCHOOLS  Routine  inspections  of  Schools  have  been  regularly  carried  out. 
The  majority  of  Schools  in  the  area  are  now  connected  to  a piped 
water  supply  but  have  no  proper  Sewage  Disposal  Systems.  Schemes 
are  in  progress  for  improvement  by  County  Council. 

CAMPING  SITES  Three  Sites  were  used  for  camping  during  the  year. 

Estimated  Number  of  Campers  resident  in  tho  area  at  one  time 
during  1961  = 100.  The  Camps  were  mainly  of  short  duration 
for  periods  of  l4  days  and  consisting  mainly  of  scout  troops 
and  girl  guides .

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT  1956.  SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ( AMENDMENT  ACT). 

Two  promises  in  the  area,  privately  owned  are  Licensed  by  the 
Council  as  slaughterhouses,  such  licensed  premises  being  widely 
separated  in  the  Council’s  Area.  In  conformity  with  Regulations, 
Notice  of  Fixed  times  of  Slaughter  has  been  received,  indicating 
slaughter  of  animals  on  four  days  of  the  week.  There  is 
occasional  Sunday  slaughtering . Whilst  100%  inspection  of 
Bovines  and  Pigs  is  effected,  this  is  not  possible  with 
all  other  animals  - sheep  and  lambs . 

Unsound  Food 

In  addition  to  inspections  at  slaughterhouses,  the  following 
foodstuffs  were  condemned  in  shops.  (Voluntary  surrender)

All  condemned  meat  is  treated  with  Napthalene  Green  Dye  Stain, 
other  foodstuffs  are  disposed  of  at  Refuse  Tips.
